Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  hpove  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annu,al  Report  for  the  year  I965. 

The  mid-year  population  was  11,960,  this  being  10  less  than  in 
1964.  Births  numbered  I4I  (I63  in  I964)  and  of  these  9  v\rere  ille¬ 
gitimate  (18  in  1964)*  There  were  I8O  6.eaths  from  all  causes 
(137  in  1964).  Deaths  of  infants  under  ono  year  numbered  3  in 
1964).  Cancer  deaths  totalled  34  (37  in  I964).  Vascular  lesions 
of  the  Nervous  System  increased  from  18  in  I964  to  30  in  I963. 

There  were  no  deaths  from.  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Motor  vehicle 
accidents  were  the  cause  of  death  in  4  causes  and  there  v/ere  2 
deaths  from  all  other  accidents  (2  a.nd  0  in  I964).  There  were 
no  suicides  (2  in  I964). 

The  year  I963  was  a  ’Measles^  year.  There  were  three  primary 
notif ic-ations  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Minister  has  asked  that  the  Report  for  I963  shall  contain 
details  about  food  premises  subject  to  the  Food  Hygiene  (C-eneral) 
Regulations,  I96O  and  I  have  dealt  V7ith  this  on  page  27.  The 
information  required  relates  to  Regulaations  I6  and  19  of  the 
above-named  Regulations.  Regulation  I6  requires  that  there  shall 
be  provided  in  all  food  premises  ’’suitable  and  sufficient  v/ash 
hand  ba^sins...”  Regulation  I9  requires  that  there  shall  be 
provided  in  all  food  premises  ’’suitable  and  sufficient  sinks  or 
other  facilities  (not  being  wash  hand  basins),,.”.  With  regard 
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to  Regulations  i  6  and  i  ^  there  has  been  a  wide  interprete-tion  of 
”  suitable  and  sufficient'’  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  unfortunate  that 
in  the  Regulations  the  x*ec;uirement  ’’suitable  and  sufficient  x;ash  hand 
basins”  did  not  exclude  \;ash  hexnd  basins  situated  in  association  with 
s anit ai^y  ac  c ornmodation • 


On  page  21  is  an  item  about  atmospheric  pollution  and  on  the 
following  two  pages  are  graphs  giving  particulars  of  recordings  of 
deposited  matter  at  t\/o  sites  in  Southwick.  From  these  graphs  can  be 
comprared  the  recordings  for  each  month  in  19^5  of  a.  site  on  the  outsk; 
the  town  with  one  in  an  indp.strial  area.  In  addition  the  monthly 
readings  for  19^5  can  be  compared  v;ith  lowest  and  highest  readings 
recorded  in  e-ach  of  the  yecirs  1 9^0  -  1 964. 


An  explanation  could  not  be  found  for  the  excessively  high 
monthly  recording  for  Ja-nuary,  1965  in  G-raph  I.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS 


Southwick  is  a  small  urban  district  situated  on  the  south 
coast  about  five  miles  west  of  Brighton  and  about  six  miles  east 
of  Worthing, 

Since  1956  two  of  the  older  residential  areas  of  the  town, 
namely,  the  Fisher sgate  Area  of  just  over  12  acres  and  the  Central 
Area  of  just  under  26  acres,  have  been  re-developed.  A  nev/ 
shopping  centre  in  the  Central  Area  was  opened  in  1962,  and  the  resi¬ 
dential  part  of  the  development  has  been  practically  completed,  iu 
the  Fisher sgate  Area. 

The  chief  industries  carried  on  in  the  town  are  electricity 
production,  dyeing,  sheet  metal  work  and  the  manufacture  of 
lingerie* 

The  tov/n  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial  hereditaments 
form  7-8/2  of  total  rateable  value  of  all  hereditaments. 

The  District  is  divided  into  five  Wards  for  local  government 
electoral  purposes.  The  five  Wards  are  each  represented  by  three 
Councillors.

Tuberculosis  There  were  two  notifications  (primary)  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  lung  in  19^5*  One  of  these  v/as  a  male  aged  16 
years  and  the  other  a  female  aged  46  years.  There  was  one 
primary  notification  of  tuberculous  adenitis  in  a  male  aged  55 
years , 

A  prima,ry  notification  relates  to  a  person  who  has  not  been 
notified  previously  in  the  district  of  any  other  local  authority. 

Atota,!  of  768  persons  were  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  from  Portsmouth  in  I965,  and  of  this  number  6  required 
occasional  supervision  for  pulmoimry  tuberculosis.*^

T-ygohoid  Contacts  Surveillance  and  investigation  were  carried  out 
in  respect  of  one  family  arriving  back  in  Southwick  having  been 
in  context  with  the  diseaxe  elsewhere.

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of  carriers 
of  pathogenic  organisms,  bacteriological  ex.aminations  are  carried 
out  b/  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  During  19^5^  thirty 
ty/o  specimens  in  connection  with  infectious  disease  were  submitted 
for  examination.

Colony  counts  at  22^C.  alter  three  days  and  37'^C.  after  one 
da.y*s  incubalion  were  generally  I077  in  number.  Nine  samples  of 
trealed  vaaters  out  of  a  total  of  2,989  examined  showed  the  presence 
of  coliforo  organisms.  It  is  felt,  in  view^  of  the  presence  of  the 
correct  amount  of  chloramine  in  ea.ch  of  these  samples,  that  such 
results  w-ere  due  possibly  to  faulty  sampling  or  exai?xinalion 
technique. 
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Daily  samples  of  rav/  and  treated  waters  were  taken  at  Mile 
Oak  Pumping  Station  from  2$th  June  to  the  30th  December*  As  a  result 
of  pollution  of  the  underground  water  by  animal  refuse  from  Mile  Oak 
Farm  v;hich  had  been  ponded  on  a  field  adjacent  to  the  Pumping  Station 
by  heavy  rainfall  and  also  obtaining  access  underground  from  a 
leaking  sewer.  Certain  works  carried  out  on  the  steeply  sloping 
roadways  of  the  farm  and  the  excavation  and  subsequent  repair  of  the 
sewer  has  prevented  further  pollution  of  this  nature.  Abbreviated 
chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  at  v/eekly  intervals  throughout 
the  year  on  all  raw  waters  and  a  general  chemical  and  mineral 
examination  has  been  made  on  six  samples  of  such  waters* 

It  v/as  decided  in  January  19^5?  "to  changes  in  the  pattern 
of  pumping,  to  discontinue  the  examination  of  samples  taken  at  district 
taps  and  to  substitute  samples  taken  at  daily  intervals  of  all  treated 
waters.  Therefore,  only  ninety~tv/o  district  tap  samples  have  been 
examined  from  the  1st  ~  l6th  January.  Prom  that  date  2,9^1  samples  of 
treated  water  at  the  Pumping  Stations  have  been  examined  and  the 
results  have  shown  all  v/aters  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  examinations  together  with  chloramine  deter¬ 
minations  have  also  been  made  on  1,010  samples  of  water  from,  service 
reservoirs.  Of  this  total  six  samples  showed  the  presence  of  colifoim 
organisms,  four  of  which  were  taken  from  Telscombe  Reservoir  in  August 
1965  immediately  prior  to  this  Reservoir  being  taken  out  of  use. 

A  total  number  of  8,4^2  samples  were  examined  in  the 
Department's  Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these,  279^  samples  were 
submitted  from  the  Worthing  Water  Department. 

Since  all  the  v/ater  is  obtained  from  the  chalk  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  any  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no  evidence  of  such  action 
is  apparent » 

4»  Chlorination  with  post  ammoniation  of  all  rav\f  waters  is 

practised  continuously  with  the  exception  of  the  Pumping  Stations  at 
Patcham,  Mile  Oak,  Sompting  and  Lewes  Road,  where  super  and 
de-chlorination  is  utilised  before  the  addition  of  ammonia  to  form 
chloramine  in  the  final  treated  water. 

In  the  event  of  any  raw  water  showin.g  evidence  of  bacterial 
pollution  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals  and  a  survey  of 
the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to  find  the  cause  of  such 
pollution.  In  addition,  if  it  is  considered  necessary,  appropriate 
adjustment  of  gas  dosages  are  made.

The  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sewerage  Board  is 
the  authority  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  Southwick. 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  served  by  a  system  of  foul 
sev/ers  discharging  into  the  Sewerage  Board^s  intercepting  and  tank 
sewers  and  from  these  by  a  controlled  discharge  well  out  a.t  sea,. 

‘There  is  no  treatment  of  the  sewage. 

An  investigation  h.as  been  started  into  the  Council*  s  Storm  Water 
Drainage  System  for  the  lowest  level  part  of  the  District  with  a 
view  to  obviating  the  difficulties  caused  by  the  apparent  inadequ¬ 
acy  of  part  of  this  system  in  times  of  hea,vy  rain. 

In  times  of  heavy  intensity  rain  storms^ excessive  amounts  of 
surface  water  run  off  the  Downs  and  reach  Upper  Kingston  Lane  •  . 

To  alleviate  this,  the  Council,  in  conjunction  V7ith  the  Shoreham-by 
Sea  Urban  District  Council^  have  made  additional  soakaways  and 
surface  v/ater  traps  across  bridle  paths. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  /UID  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected  by  covered  refuse  collecting  vehicles 
from  every  house  and  shop  in  the  District  each  v/eek.  The  refuse  is 
taken  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting 
which  is  jointly  used  by  the  Worthing  Rural  district  Council,  the 
the  Shoreha,m-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council,  the  Portslade  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Southvvick  Urban  District  Council.  At  the 
Plant  the  refuse  is  discharged  from  the  vehicles  into  a  hopper 
and  from  this  it  passes  on  to  a,  moving  belt  from  "which  salvageable 
materials  arc  separated  out  and  the  residue  talcen  to  pulverisers. 

The  pulverised  material  is  deposited  in  layers  in  the  Halevfick 
valley. 

PUBLIC  COLWENIENCES 


The  Council  ha.s  provided  and  maintains  public  conven¬ 
iences  at  the  Green  and  at  Southwick  Square  for  men  and  for  women, 
and  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  for  yeomen. 

A  nev/  public  convenience  is  to  be  provided  on  the  Beach 
at  a  later  date. 

The  above  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.

Food  Complaints 


Powers  to  dea.l  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in  the 
Food  ojid  Drugs  Act,  1955,  under  Section  2  and  Section  8  according 
to  the  type  of  offence. 

Eleven  complaints  were  received  in  19^5  from  persons  v/ho 
felt  that  they  ha,d  been  sold  food  which  vias  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption.  An  investigation  was  rneide  of  those  complaints  and  four 
were  found  to  be  justified  and  seven  were  found  not  to  be  justified. 

The  four  complaints  found  to  be  justified  related  to;- 
Vl)  mould  in  0.  sausage  roll;  (2)  mouldy  chicken  and  ham  pie; 

(3)  pieces  of  stale  dough  in  a  packet  of  biscuits;  a.nd  (a)  lubric¬ 
ating  oil  in  slices  of  bread.  The  vendors  of  the  food  v^ere  invited 

to  submit  explanations. 

Y/arning  letters  vfere  sent  in  respect  of  (1)  and  (3)  a^bove. 
Complaint  number  (2)  above  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

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HOUSING 


In  relation  to  housing,  local  authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  19^3  and  I96I  and  the  Housing  Acts. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  taken  is  in 
respect  of  Nuisances  -  their  discovery  and  abatement.  These  are 
dealt  with  earlier  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Act  1957  and  other  relevant  acts  -  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act  1959?  the  Housing  Act  I96I?  the  Housing  Act  I964  and  others. 

The  House  Purchase  a.nd  Housing  Act  1959  introduced  a  new  system  of 
grants  known  as  Standard  G-rants  and  the  Housing  Act  I96I  ushered 
in  a  new  system  of  housing  subsidies?  and  gave  extensive  new  powers 
tn  local  authorities  to  enable  them  to  deal  with  bad  living  conditions 
in  houses  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family.  The  Housing  Act  I964  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  l6th 
July?  1964.  Part  I  came  into  operation  on  the  l6th  July?  I964?  and 
Parts  III  and  IV  on  the  l6th  August?  I964.  This  Act  provides  for 
the  development  of  housing  societies  through  the  establishment  of 
a  nevj-  body  -  the  Housing  Corporation,  It  also  confers  new  compulsory 
powers  on  local  authorities  to  secure  improvement  of  houses?  amends 
the  improvement  grant  system  and  enlarges  the  powers  of  local 
authorities  to  remedy  conditions  in  multi-occupied  houses, 

Belov;  is  set  out  certciin  of  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  and 
particulars  of  vrork  ca,rried  out  by  the  depa^rtment  during  1965#

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FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  1 9^1  ?  District  Councils  hr.ve  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  v;ith  genereul  health  and  v;elfare 
provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according  to  vdiether  the 
factory  is  a  poiver  factory  or  a  non-power  factory,  i.e.  whether 
mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-pow'er  factories,  the  auties  are  concerned 
wAth  the  provisions  reltiting  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  ruid  sanitery  conveni¬ 
ences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  li.lh  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  t^/pes  of  factories  for  the  requirement  relating 
to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 


The  law  r^.ls.ting  to  outv:orkers  is  dealt  wAth  in  Soctiom  i  33 
o.nd  134^  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outvjork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  R.egulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
ever,'  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in 
the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner 
lists  show'ing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by 
them  as  outworkers. 


A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority 
^vhere  the  fantory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of  einplo^unent  of  the 
outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the  factory  is  situated 
the  Council  of  that  District  is  ::‘equire6.  to  forward  the  nsjiie  and 
address  of  an^'  outworker  to  the  appropriate  District  Council. 

Section  i  34  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  emplo^mient  of  persons 
in  unv/holesome  premises.

Lighting  The  Act  requires  that  effective  provision  shall  be  made 
for  securing  and  maintaining  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting  in 
every  part  of  the  premises  to  v/hich  the  Act  applies. 

In  offices  and  in  the  selling  area  of  shops  the  standard 
of  lighting  found  was  mainly  satisfactory.  Most  exaunples  of  unsat¬ 
isfactory  lighting  were  found  in  shops  in  parts  other  than  the 
selling  areas  e.g.  stockrooms,  preparation  rooms,  passages  and  stair¬ 
cases  . 

The  causes  of  the  unsatisfactory  lighting  conditions  found 
v/ere  theusc  of  equipment  of  low  output,  failure  to  replace  worn-out 
equipment,  and  obstructed  light  sources  e. gebj*^' display  or  storage 
arrangements . 

No  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  noticed.
